Of the Imperial Army under the Command of Count 

 Tefly : TheTakng of the Town of Efleck, and Set= 

ting Fire to the Bridge, And the Conſternation of the 
Infidels pon That Aion. 


Ount Ze/ly, in purſuance of the Orders of his Imperial 
| Majeſty, made a Review of his Army upon the Bor- 
. 4 ders of Croatia, the Twenty fixth of Fuly, at Geſzki- 
Szgeth near the Drave; And ſo drew toward Caniſte, 
where he {cr fire to the Suburbs ; And ſeveral Villages and Ca+ 
ftles,for Four Leagues abour ; And after thae, March'd on, to 
Execute his Deſign upon the Bridge of Efeck : The Generals 
of the Militia of Croatia being in the mean time, to give the | 
Turks a Divertion on the 0rher fide; upon Agreement with the 
Venetian Generals. Uponthe Third of Awgaft he Arriv'd at Ba- 
boſca, with Ten Regiments of Good Men, and was Joyn'd 
on the Fourth, by Three thouſand Croats z Where he Causd 
his Cannon, Baggage, and Proviſions robe Embarqu'd, that 
he might March with the more Expedition. He Departed from 
thence on the Fifth ; And got within a League of the Bridge 
of Effeck upon the Fourteenth, without being taken Norice of, 
or Any ſort of Alarum: He Diſpos'd his Troups, ar the ſame 
time, 'for the Attaque that he intended the Morning fok 
lowing, by break of day, which was Executed with Great 
Bravery, and Succefs, by Four thouſand Men : Infomnch cha 
they Routed Seven hundt'd Janizaries, that Interpos'd'to Hir- 
der them 1n their Enterprize ; And having Gain'd the Poinr, 
they Charg'd Five hundred of them, that they found in the 
Marſhes, and not One of them Eſcap'd. They began then to 
put Fire to the Bridge.; Andinan Inſtant pur Twelve hundred 
Paces of it into a Flame ; Thereſt of theEnemy that had fled,and 
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now Gather'd together under Three Bafſas to the Number of 
Three thouſand' Men, were ſo ſcatter'd, that they fled roward 
Belgrade, and nor Fifty in a Company. Deed Leſly, at the 
ſame Time, made himſelf Maſter of the Town of E/ech, and 
pur all ro the Sword chat they found there : And afrer the Pilla- 
ging of the Place, blew up the Magazine, and the Arcenal with 
Great Quantities 'of Proviſion both for the War, and the 
Mouth, and laid it all in Aſhes. - 
The Conſternation of the People, and the Neighbouring 
Towns, under the 0troman Power, was fo Great, that it is nor 
oflibler o Expreſs it. The Town of Walpo was likewiſe Ta- 
Ih and fack'd : And *tis Bchev'd thatthe Army 1s now March- 
ing toward the Five Churches, ſome Four Leagues from the 
Famous Town of Zigerh. The Chriſtians loſt nor above Fifty 
Men in this Great Action; Among which, was the Siexr Pa- 
troſhi , a Captain of Horſe, who is much Lamenced. The Prince 
of Diedrichſlein brought the News of Thus Great Victory to his 
Imperial Majeſty and Preſented him with Five Coloxrs taken from 
the Enemy. 

His Imperial Majeſty has alſo Advice, that the Duke of 
Lorrain had ſent a of mace of ſome Thouſands of Men. 
under the Command of Collonel Hexfler, which he Caus'd 
to Paſs over his New Bridges upon the Danube, near Gran , to ' 
learn how it ſtood with the Forrreſs of Novigrad; Which they 
found Quitred by the Garriſon, the Magazines taking fire by 
Thunder, and Lightning, upon the ſame Day of the Action 
before Gran, and the taking of the Bridge of Efeck. This Ac- 
cident Ruin'd a Grear Part of the Town, with the Tower, and 
made a Great Breach in the Rampards, which they Reſoly'd 
to'Repair, and to Garriſon Thar Poſt for a Paſſage to the Con- 
queſt that they Delign'dche Reſt of this Campagne. 

There are Letters that ſpeak Confidently of the taking of 
Eſperies, by General Scultz ; But the Particulars not being come, 
we muſt wait for the Confirmation. Ic 1s Current however, 
Thar General Scz/tz having had Advice of the March of Six 
hundred Fanizaries for the ſuccor of this Place, ſent Eight hur- 
dred Horſe to.Intercept them, Who fell upon chem, and gave 
them ſo Entire a Defeat, that ſcare Twenty of them 'ſcapd, 
to Carry the News from Agria, whence they came. 
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
